Tis the Cuſtom at Neuf- 
chatel, to receive the Sacrament but Four Times a Year, but every 
Communion laſts Two Sandays ſucceſſively : the Meaning of which is, 
that thoſe who had not the Comfort of Receiving the Firſt Sunday, 
may find their amends on the Second; and this will ſerve to ex- 
plain thoſe Places where the Reader finds Prayers for the Firſt and 
Second Week of the Communion : But unleſs one were upon the 
Place, it is impoſſible, to form ſuch Ideas as can account for all the 
Difficulties that will occur in the Reading of this Liturgy. 

However, ſuch as it is, and abſtractly from the local Knowledge 
of it, we believe it very capable of edifying, by the judicions Choice 


of the Paſſages of Scripture that are uſed therein, and by the Unction

And 
we ought all of us to learn from hence, that the Gifts of the Spirit 
of God, are what we' ought to ſeek after in the firſt! place, yaw 
that he is ready to beſtow them on thoſe that ask them of Him 
belides which, He often grants them Temporal Bleſſings which the 
did not ask Him.

Fifthly, Since we know that this World 
1s to be deſtroyed, and that afterwards there will be' New Heavens 
and a New Earth, wherein dwelleth Righteouſneſs, we cannot ſuffi- 
ciently labour to lead a holy Life, and to do Works of Piety, to 
the end that that Day which will come upon us ſuddenly, may not ſur- 
prize us, and that the Lord may find us ſpotleſs and without Re- 
roach.
